Northampton Saints submitted plans to the 
borough council on Wednesday for a new 
£5.5million North Stand at Franklin’s Gardens. 

The new stand will increase the capacity of 
Franklin’s Gardens to over 15,500 and com¬ 
plete the 12-year redevelopment of the stadi¬ 
um bowl. 

The full planning application includes the 
replacement of the current Sturtridge Pavilion, 
the heart of which has stood for nearly 50 
years. 

Also being replaced are the current control 
room, TV studio and 1st aid room. 

Saints chairman Tony Hewitt said: “At the 
recent Season Ticket Holder Forum we 
pledged to have a full planning application 
submitted by October 31st, and we have 
achieved that deadline. 

“After many years of hard work, plenty of 
frustration and positive consultation we are 
ready to take a massive and exciting step 
along the road towards completing Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

“We now need to obtain the planning con¬ 
sent and then during 2014 take the next steps 
in the project management process of value 
engineering, appointing contractors, and 
putting defined plans in place ready for the 
stand itself to be built in the summer of 2015 
for us to be able to capitalise on a successful 
Rugby World Cup and entrench Franklin’s 
Gardens’ place as the home of rugby in the 
East Midlands.”

A witness in a murder trial over¬ 
heard one of the defendants say to 
the other ‘you killed our baby’. 

Philip Trim spoke at the trial in 
which a set of parents has been 
charged with murder and another 
count of causing or allowing the 
death of their seven-week-old baby. 


Mr Trim lived in the flat below 
defendants Jackie Parker, 21, and 
Adam Kightley, 24, in Northampton 
when he heard Parker shout ‘you 
killed our baby’, Nottingham 
Crown Court jury heard yesterday. 

Baby Jamie Kightley suffered 
severe injuries which led to his 
death including rib fractures and 
heamorraghing on March 17, 2012.

Editor’s 
Letter 

Argument over 
attendance goes 
right to the heart 

Sparks have been flying at the Guildhall 
after the Council Leader Cllr David 
Mackintosh locked horns with Cllr 
Geraldine Davies over her attendance 
record. 

This gist of it was this: he wasn’t going 
to take lectures from her about wasting 
taxpayers money when she was claim¬ 
ing her allowance and not turning up to 
meetings. 

Cllr Davies took this as a cheap shot 
because her absences were connected 
to the break-up of her relationship and 
her desire to be there for her kids. 

In the heat of a council meeting 
moment the personal became public 
and an issue at the heart of modern 
politics was cristallized. 

The harsh logic of the era of austerity is 
behind the council leader. Whatever the 
reason for missing the meetings, Cllr 
Davies was not giving ‘best value’ by not 
being there. That doesn’t necessarily 
mean she wasn’t being a good council¬ 
lor but this is the era of austerity: it’s 
about accounting and accounting is 
about things you can measure like

allowances and attendance records. 

It might have been a cheap shot to pick 
her up on it - after all what do we really 
expect a mum to do when family life has 
been put through the scrambler - but 
cheap shots are the tap-in goals of poli¬ 
tics. Cheap shots are the ones politi¬ 
cians should be ready for. That’s how 
the game is played. 

But here’s the thing. We - the public - 
don’t like how the game is played. Voter 
apathy is a real and worrying problem. 
To many people X-Factor matters more 
than Westminster and the Guildhall put 
together. Politicians on television are so 
well groomed and coached that their 
individual identities become irrelevant. 
It’s the same soldiers in both armies so 
who cares who wins? 

Perhaps Cllr Davies is an example of 
why that is happening. A bit of - albeit 
unwelcome - life experience has been 
exploited as a political weakness but 
really this kind of hard-earned wisdom 
that should make her more electable.

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Flying sky high at St Crispin’s Street Fair 


Herald reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER 
experiences the fun and excitement 
of a local street fair and flies into the 
air at 131ft on a thrill ride 



My expectations of St Crispin’s 
Street Fair were put to the test on 
Monday. 

This was my first time at the 
annual event, and having been to 
theme parks such as Alton Towers 
and Thorpe Park in the past, it had a 
lot to live up to. 

The event rolled into town on 
Sunday for three days, bringing 
with it almost 50 different attrac¬ 
tions. 

When I arrived kids were enjoying 
themselves during their half term 


holidays, teenagers were trying to 
look brave in front of their friends, 
and adults let loose their screams as 
they tried out the attractions. 

After meeting up with one of the 
organisers, Albert Evans, I was 
directed to the first of three rides I 
was going to try out. I soon found 
myself shooting up way above my 
expectations into the air at 131ft. 

This one was called ‘xlr8 booster’. 
The ride is shaped in a capital T, 
where there are seats at the top and 
bottom. 

It then rotates 360 degrees in a 
vertical position over and over 
again, and quite fast, too, hence 
‘xlr8’. 

I have to say this was one of the 
best rides I had ever been on. The 
feeling of rushing up high into the 
sky above what looked like a minia¬ 
ture market square was incredible. 

Xlr8 booster? More like adrenalin 
booster! 

My second ride was the 
Atmosphere, which is made up of 
clusters of seats which flips around 



and upside down in all sorts of 
mind blowing directions. 

This was the only ride which made 
me feel slightly queasy, but none¬ 
theless it was a great ride. 

As I staggered my way off this ride 
I felt light headed. I braced myself 
for the last and third ride, ‘xtreme’. 

To you and me, it is the head bang¬ 
ing ride we know as Twister, spin¬ 
ning round in fast circles in a hori¬ 
zontal position. 

To sum it up, St Crispin’s Street 
Fair really did exceed my expecta¬ 
tions. I felt like a kid again, well, I 
guess I still am at 19! But the pure 
fun and excitement made my expe¬ 
rience there enjoyable.

The Great Fire in 1675 saw three-quarters 
of the town destroyed in a matter of hours. 
The blaze was caused by sparks from 
an open fire that started at a house in St. 
Mary’s Street causing 11 deaths and left 
700 families homeless.

Weedon experienced a rail crash in 1951 
after a train derailed en route to London 
Euston. Travelling from Liverpool Lime 
Street, the train crashed at 65mph due to 
a jammed axlebox, killing 15 people and 
injuring 35 more.

The Easter Floods in 1998 saw one month’s 
worth of rain fall in a single day in the 
town. St. James and Far Cotton were the 
worst areas affected, with 2500 properties 
flooded and two people killed.

A plane crashed in the town centre during 
World War II. The 1941 incident saw the 
plane crashing down onto Gold Street, with 
an observer saying that it was a miracle 
that it had managed to miss All Saints’

Baby dad wa 
“distressed”

A neighbour claims to have 
heard a mum shout ‘you 
killed our baby’ to its father a 
month after the baby died. 

Witness Philip Trim was 
quizzed by Kightley’s defence 
yesterday after he told a jury 
at Nottingham Crown Court 
he overheard it during an 
argument between the pair 
who lived in the flat above. 

Reading Mr Trim’s state¬ 
ment Frances Oldham QC 
said: “On one occasion you 
write that you heard a com¬ 
motion upstairs and your 


wife could hear it in the living 
room but you say I could not 
hear it because my hearing is 
not very good.” 

He responded: “I’m partly 
deaf when I come off my 
motorcycle but my hearing is 
not bad. I know what I heard.” 

Frances Oldham then said: 
“I suggest you did not hear 
that but just commotion.” 

Philip said: “She [Parker] 
was shouting you killed our 
baby [to Kightley]. 

“I might not have heard all 
the argumement but I heard 
that sentence clearly.” 

He later said of seven-week- 
old Jamie that he was ‘quiet, 
not crying when I would see 


him. He was cute.’ 

Mr Trim also said Kightley 
had planned to drink beer 
and bathed Jamie at 2am, just 
hours before he died on 
Saturday, March 17, 2012. 

East Midlands paramedic 
Mark Beasley told the court 
he attended the flat in London 
Road and found Jamie uncon- 
cious with bruising on his 
stomach. 

He said: “The dad was very 
emotional and distressed. He 
asked me was what I thought 
the bruising was and contin¬ 
ued to ask on the way to the 
hospital.” 

The case continues.

County escapes the 
worst of fatal storm

Northamptonshire escaped 
the worst of a storm which 
was predicted to see the 
county battered by gale force 
winds of up to 80mph on 
Monday morning. 

It made landfall overnight 
on Sunday and made its way 
north east across the country, 
battering a large part of 
southern England. 

Two people died as a result 
of falling trees in Kent and 
Watford and two others were 
killed after an uprooted tree 
caused a gas blast in west 
London. 

Rain was the main problem 
in Northamptonshire, which 
saw heavy traffic on major 
roads such as the A45 
Northampton and A428 
Bedford Road. 

Northampton Herald & Post 
weather correspondent, 
lamie Dunlop, said: “The 
storm that never was for 
Northampton has passed. 
Rain was more an issue than 
wind. Max gust was 38mph at 
7.09am not beating Sunday’s 
43mph.” 

The strong winds also saw 


all London Midland trains 
suspended south of 
Northampton due to a tree 
which fell onto the track at 
Bushey. 

A spokesperson from 
Northamptonshire’s Pitsford 
School Weather Station said: 
“The county had a lucky 
escape from last night’s 
(Sunday’s) storm which bat¬ 
tered a large part of southern 
England. Although gusts 
were anticipated to exceed 
80mph in some places, wind 


speeds across the county 
were modest by comparison. 

The weather conditions, 
which left 300,000 house¬ 
holds in the east without 
power, were caused by an 
intense low pressure system 
which rapidly deepened to 
the south west of the UK 
before sweeping across the 
country. 

The strongest wind gusts 
were recorded on the Isle of 
Wight where it peaked 
99mph.

Council leader slams 
single mum councillor

A single mum councillor 
has been slammed by the 
leader of Northampton 
Borough Council for miss¬ 
ing meetings. 

Cllr David Mackintosh 
accused Labour councillor 
Geraldine Davies of not 
attending council meetings 
or committees since May 
23. 

The issue was raised when 
Cllr Davies, a former depu¬ 
ty leader for the Labour 
group, questioned Cllr 


Mackintosh about wasting 
taxpayers money. 

He answered by saying he 
will not be lectured on 
value for money for the tax¬ 
payer by a councillor who 
he says had been absent 
and contributed nothing 
for nearly six months. 

The Conservative leader 
made the comment at 
Monday night’s full council 
meeting, adding that he 
was pleased to see that Cllr 
Davies had turned up to 


avoid a costly by-election. 

The 1972 Local 
Government Act says that 
any councillor who fails to 
attend meetings of the 
authority in six consecutive 
months is disqualified 
from sitting on a local 
authority. 

The mother of two, who 
represents Delapre and 
Briar Hill, told us she could 
not attend the meetings as 
she had to put her chil¬ 
dren’s wellbeing first after 


splitting from their father. 

She added: “I was quite 
upset because I didn’t 
expect that kind of com¬ 
ment from the leader of the 
council, regardless of polit¬ 
ical viewings.” 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “At 
a time when people in 
Northampton have to work 
harder than ever for their 
money it is shocking that a 
councillor who has not 
attended a single council 
meeting in nearly six 
months dares to lecture 
anyone about value for 
money for the taxpayer.”

Five carers face 
misconduct rap

Residents at a scandal-hit care home were 
found with pressure sores so deep ‘you could 
feel the bone’, a hearing was told on 
Wednesday. 

Five elderly residents died in just a fortnight 
at Parkside House Nursing Home in 
Northampton after they were left without 
basic care, it was said. 

Pensioners were left lying for hours on 
painful bed sores and fed a diet of ‘mainly 
porridge’ at the home, the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council has heard. 

Nurses Phyllis Johnson, Anastacia Madulu, 
Girlie Franklin, Maria McKenzie, and 
Mary Ombui, allegedly failed to pro¬ 
vide basic care to 10 residents 
between them at Parkside House 
Nursing Home in Northampton. 

Healthcare manager Karen Stagg 
undertook an assessment of some 
of the residents on 24 July 2009 fol¬ 
lowing ‘serious concerns’ about the 
care provided. 

She said she found some with pres¬ 


sure sores measuring seven centimetres 
across and so deep ‘you could feel the bone’. 

‘Patient B, a resident from the home was 
admitted to Northampton General Hospital 
on 21 July 2009 with pressure sores on her 
heels which were down to the bone and 
tendons,’ she said. 

She was unresponsive with severe pressure 
sores and skin tears. 

Patient B died the same day, exhibiting signs 
of dehydration and malnourishment. 

On her assessment of a female resident, 
known as Mrs C, who suffered from dementia, 
Mrs Stagg told the panel that one sore 
measured seven centimetres across and six 
centimetres deep, adding that ‘the wound 
was clean but it was possible to feel 
the bone’. 

Johnson, who is not attending the 
central London hearing, has told 
the NMC that she has now retired 
to Trinidad. 

Madulu and Ombui, admit all 
allegations against them and 
McKenzie and Franklin deny all 
charges against them. 

The hearing continues.

The real facts about 
immigration 

I don’t mind debating immigra¬ 
tion issues, but at least it should 
be based on facts, not fiction or 
blind prejudice. Mr. Jackson (H&P 
17-10-13, “Drastic action needed to 
cut immigration”) talks about 
over 600,000 “non-active” 
migrants to the UK as if they are 
some sort of scourge or plague. 

What he neglects to say is that 
“non-active” includes those who 
have come to the UK over many 
years and include pensioners 
(who have worked here and then 
retired), those who have worked 
and may now be disabled or sick, 
the partners of people working 
(especially when caring for chil¬ 
dren or others) and students, as 
well as those who may well have 
been made unemployed through 
no fault of their own (given the 
very difficult job market affecting 
all sections of the population). 
They are certainly not “scroung¬ 
ers” or “fleecing” us (who are the 
“us” by the way that Mr. Jackson 
refers to? - it certainly does not 
include me). 

Mr. Jackson also neglects to say 
that the unemployment rate 
amongst migrant communities is 
significantly lower than for other 
groups and that they contribute 
(through their taxes) for health 
care and other benefits in exactly 
the same way as “us”. 

Mr. Jackson also neglects to refer 
to the millions of UK nationals 




and working aboard in the EU and 
around the world who are equally 
benefiting from migration abroad 
(and free movement of labour 
provisions in the EU). Migration 
is, and always has been, a two way 
process. 

Mr. Jackson also neglects to say 
that although “millions” in the EU 
are eligible to come to the UK 
(under free movement provisions 
they always have been since 1974), 
it is scaremongering and xeno¬ 
phobic to suggest that other than 
relatively small numbers will 
actually come to the UK in the 
future especially with the current 
unemployment situation (or they 
will come to fill job vacancies in 
areas of work that are very unpop¬ 
ular - like working in residential 
care homes or in agriculture). 

Finally, he neglects to say that 
all independent analysts confirm 
that migration to the UK over the 
years has been overwhelmingly 
beneficial to the UK economy and 
society and that migrants “take” 
significantly less from the “sys¬ 
tem” than they put in.

CHRISTMAS Day marks the ring¬ 
ing in of the new and a changing of 
the guard at a land mark business 
in the town centre. 

The owners of W H Bonham are 
calling it a day before the shop is 
taken over by a new person. 

Richard Roberts who has been in 
the shoe trade since 1965 has decid¬ 
ed to call it a day after 48 years. 

Richard, 64, said: “I have been 
invovled in the shore industry since 
I joined it in 1965. 

“I began at Bonham as a sales 
assistant in 1965. 

“In 1976 I was in a partnership 
which bought the shop but by 1980 I 
bought it out right and since then 
have run it on my own. 

“There has been a sea change in 
the business since I started. 

“For one there used to be half day 
closing on Thursday in town and we 
were one of the last shops to not 
closed. 

“I have enjoyed working in the 
business but I can’t say I have 
enjoyed doing as much in the last 
year. 

“People’s expectations these days 
are different since internet shop¬ 
ping. 

“The whole of the shopping cul¬ 
ture has changed. 

“People’s tastes have altered and 
they are shopping more on the inter¬ 
net but we are still profitable. 

“The main part of our business is 
selling wide shoe fits for women. 

“One of the things which people do 
is they scrimp on shoes. 

“They may spend a lot of money on 
other things but they do not want to 
spend money on shoes. 

“This is odd as they only have one 
pair of feet but I do not have a clue 
why they do not buy better shoes. 

“We have got some lovely letters 
from people over the years. 

“The majority of our customers 
come from out of town, 

“We have people coming to the 
shop or send shoes to Edinburgh, 
London and across the whole of the 
UK. 

“Women who are visiting relatives 


or family or passing through the 
town will stop off to buy a new pair 
of shoes. 

“And the good thing for us is they 
always come back. 

“And they can still do so as the 
shop is being taken over by a lady 
who has great experience in the 
shoe industry.” 

All the wide fitting shoes which 
Bonham’s is renowned for will con¬ 
tinue to be sold at the shop. 

Richard along with his wife, Jane, 
62, have decided to call time on their 
careers and spend time travelling. 

It has not been a decision they 
have taken lightly. 

But it has been one which has 
become a reality for Richard in the 
last year. 

He said: “If you had asked me 10 
years ago I would not have been 
ready to retire I am now. 

“One of the things I will miss will 


be talking to the shoe companies 
and buying the shoes. 

“I have made a number of good 
friends in their country and in 
France which I hope to maintain 
after I retire. 

“This was something I really 
enjoyed, building up the stock in the 
shop. 

“My mother used to work in a shoe 
factory and her father did as well. 

“My lease of the shop ends at mid¬ 
night on December 24 and the new 
lease starts one minute past mid¬ 
night on December 25.” 

To mark the end of an era, there 
will be a stock clearance sale at W H 
Bonham which starts today, October 
31. 

W H Bonham is one of the oldest 
shops in the town. 

It has been continuously used a 
shop shoe in Northampton since 
1868.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Boxer Nathan Reeve aims to put Northampton 
on the map on December 1 when he fights 
Louis Norman in Wolverhampton for the 
vacant English flyweight title. 

The 23-year-old ex-Far Cotton amateur will be 
also bidding to become the first professional 
fighter from the town in nearly a decade to bring 
home a domestic belt. 

The last man to do so was Alan Bosworth, who 
won the English light welterweight belt by 
defeating Stephen Smith at York Hall, back in 
December 2003. 

It had been widely-expected that Reeve would 
be facing off against undefeated Jason 
Cunningham for the title but, after the 
Doncaster man pulled out, 19-year-old Norman 
from Leicester - also undefeated with five wins 
from five - has stepped up to take his place. 


Reeve has dubbed the fight the ‘biggest’ of his 
career so far and, although disappointed with 
Cunningham’s decision to pull out, he is now 
fully focused on winning the belt. 

“He (Cunningham) basically said that he won’t 
be ready by December which, given that he had 
seven weeks to get ready when he said that, isn’t 
really a good enough excuse for me. 

“I’ve heard things that he maybe would have 
struggled to make to weight in time. But, to be 
honest, he could’ve had as long as he wanted, as 
he wouldn’t have been ready for me either way. 

“But I know Louis (Norman). I’ve actually 
sparred with him before, he’s a sharp lad, a slick 
boxer and will take a good following up from 
Leicester. 

“I’ve got a lot of respect for him but I think that, 
on the day, I’ll be too strong for him. 

“He’s a talented lad, we’re both good up and 
coming prospects in the flyweight division and 
it’ll be a good fight for everyone. He’s just as pas¬ 


sionate about his boxing as I am and, when we 
get in there and fight, both of us are going to 
really want to win.” 

Their 10-rounder will top the bill at the Civic 
Hall in Wolverhampton on the afternoon of 
Sunday, December 1 and the venue has also 
been the scene for two of crowd-pleaser Reeve’s 
last three wins. 

His camp are currently arranging coach travel 
to and from Wolverhampton for fight fans in 
Northampton and Reeve is hoping for a big turn 
out. 

“I hope everyone can turn out to support me, 
because it’s going to be the biggest fight of my 
career so far and winning this would make me 
number one in England,” said Reeve. 

Tickets for the fight, priced at £30 or £50 (ring¬ 
side), are now on sale with doors opening at 1pm 
on that Sunday.
